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Continuation of 1 1 , does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant emphasizes that Syrowicz (provisional 
60/182,952) fails to teach or suggest a process for applying cosmetic products, including "applying, by means of a machine, suitable 
cosmetic products over said part accordinat to said local characteristics..." . It is argued by applicant that Syrowicz, at most describes a 
laser to remove hair, which can be extended to achne treatment and tatoo removal. Applicant purports that a laser beam Is not a cosmetic 
product. The examiner disagrees. Syrowicz discloses a laser cosmetic system and method that provides hair removal, acne treatment, 
tatoo removal; leision removal; acne scar treatment (See provisional, p. 2-3). Syrowicz further describes various laser products and their 
associated cosmetic uses (See provisional, table 2). It is noted that Merriam-Webster provides the following definition for "product": 
something produced. Additionally, Merriam-Webster defines "cosmetic" as: of, relating to, or making for beauty especially of the 
complexion. Syrowicz provides laser treatment that resuts in cosmetic improvement, and thus discloses a "cosmetic product". The 
claims do not distinguish over the laser cosmetic system and method described in Syrowicz.. Applicant may consider further defining the 
claimed cosmetic product to help distinguish over the prior art of record.
